When Zapruder frames 313 (black outline ) and 316 (white outline) 
are superimposed, it is clear that the President’s head was hurled 
to the left and backward under tne impact of the fatal shot (an 
Impossibility if the bullet had come from Oswald’s firing position). 

Professor Thompson spent three years micro- 
analyzing all of the motion-picture films and pho- 
tographs connected with the assassination (many 
published in this book for the first time). He com- 
pared the results with ballistic evidence, medical 
reports and testimony from eyewitnesses, in- 
cluding many who were passed over by the 
Commission.
